INTER-FAITH DAY IN 
U. S. SENATE AGAL 


WASHINGTON (BP) — The 
Senate Committee on the Judic- 
iary has approved a joint reso- 
lution designating the fourth 
Sunday in each year as Inter- 
Faith Day. 

The resolution, offered in 
previous sessions of Congress 
by Sen. Kenneth B. Keating 
(R., N. Y:), was approved: by the 
Senate in the 86th Congress. 
The House, however, never act- 
ed upon it. 

The current resolution is a 
revised version of the one pass- 
ed by the Senate in the last 
Congress. The earlier one, in 
effect, charged that the diver- 
sity among the religious groups 
of the country contributed to 
national disunity in the face of 
the Communist threat. 

The new resolution states 
that “the United States of 
America was founded on the 
twin, bases. of freedom of 
thought and conscience, and 
separation of church ard state.” 
On the basis of this freedom, 
it continues, the United States 
“has provided a welcome to a 
great diversity and, plurality of 
religious faiths.”

Bibles in Indonesia, the United 
Church of Christ in Japan and 


| the Japan Bible Society an- 
nounced here that they plan to | 


ship 10,000 Bibles for Chris- 
tians in that country. 

The Bibles, published in the 
Malayan language, will be 
printed and shipped at a cost 
of 1,500,000 yen ($40,200). De- 
liveries will be made by Christ- 
mas. 

Action of the Church and the 
society followed a report by 
Dr. Takeshi Umeyama, a Jap- 
anese missionary doctor in In- 
donesia. He said that the ma- 
jority of young Christian In- 
donesians cannot even. pur- 
chase a Bible because of the 
shortage of Bibles printed in 
the Malayan language. °

Why Church-State Tensions?

“Why is there so much fuss 
now about separation of 
church and state?” This ques- 
tion is in the minds and. on 
the lips of many people. 

It is a proper question. But, 
many answers to it have not 
been proper. 

In recent months much has 
been heard of such improper 
answers as the following. First, 
Church - State tensions are 
caused by Protestant bigots 
who have an irrational preju- 
dice against the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. Second, present 
tensions grow out of the recent 
political campaign. (Political 
propaganda created the im- 
pression that discussion of the 
principle of Church-State sep- 
aration and of political issues 
related to the First Amend- 
ment was “agitation against 
the election of a Catholic Pres- 
ident’’ and a violation of Ar- 
ticle VI. 3b of the Constitu- 
tion!) 

In this article an attempt 
will be made to state and il- 
lustrate one reason Why there 
are’ Church-State tensions at 
the present. 

Related to a Philosophy 

These tensions are related 
to the growing influence of a 
political philosophy which 
holds that the Federal govern- 
ment must take an increasing, 
enlarging role in welfare and 
benevolence services. Advocat- 
es of this view seek to justify 
it on the grounds that local 
and-or state governments will 
not or cannot provide them; 
since more and more services 
are needed and smaller gov- 
ernments will not provide 
them, it is argued, the Fed- 
eral government must provide 
them. Opponents contend, on 
the other hand, that the en- 
largement of the Féderal gov- 
ernment’s role in such matters 
encourages the surrender of 
political responsibility by local 
and state governments, fosters 
inefficient bureaucratic gov- 
ernment, and tends in the di- 
rection of socialization. 

It is not the purpose of this 
article to pass on the merits 
or demerits of this controver- 
sial philosophy. 

Its sole purpose is to indi- 
cate how this philosophy is re- 
lated to. present Church-State 
tensions. 

During the past few decades, 
and especially since the De- 
pression this philosophy has be- 
come more and more influen- 
tial. The platforms of both 
major political parties reflect 
this. 

It needs to be pointed out 
that there is no direct relation 
between those who favor 
Church-State separation and 
those who oppose the ‘‘wel- 
fare” philosophy. As a matter 
of fact, many leading “liber- 
als” and many organizations 
which favor increased Federal 
aid also advocate Church-State 
separation. For example, the 
National Conference of Par- 
ents and Teachers strongly fa- 
vors Federal aid to public 
schools, but it will not support 
Federal aid to parochial and 
other private schools. 

Growing Tensions 

Present Church - State ten- 
sions largely grow out of legis- 
lative consideration of Federal 
aid to education, which is sim- 
ply one way of implementing 
the “welfare” philosophy which 
calls for enlarged, increased 
Federal participation. . 

There was no public school 
system when the Federal con- 
stitution was adopted. The first | 
public system "i set up 40-50

years later. Where there was 
a public school system, most 
Protestants, Jews, and non-re- 
ligionists supported it. Roman 
Catholics, however, set up pa- 
rochial schools to prevent the 
absorption of Roman Catholic 
immigrants into the American 
culture; this was done by in- 
doctrinating them, in Roman 
Catholic beliefs and practices. 
As a Roman Catholic sociolo- 
gist, Thomas F. O’Rea, of 
Fordham: University points out, 
the parochial school system — 
indeed, the entire separate ed- 
ucational system of American 
Catholicism — is “a wholly 
unique development in, Catho- 
lic history.” It is not found in 
other countries. Now, as in the 
beginning, the parochial school 
system has the effect — in- 
deed, the purpese'— of indoc- 
trinating pupils in a certain 
viewpoint and thereby prevent- 
ing assimilation by American 
culture. through the public 
school system. Though several 
other denominations also have 
some parochial systems, over 
90% of the parochial school 
students. are in Catholic 
schools. t 


Catholic Positions Unique 

And, the Roman Catholic 
calling for a boycott of public 
schools. Of course, this theory 
Church is the only religious 
group to have an official theory 
is not carried out among them, 
as evidenced by the fact that 
only about half of the Catholic 
students are in parochial 
schools. It needs to be pointed 
out; however, that the theory 
is rather strongly enforced 
where Catholics are numeri- 
cally weak. In places where 
Catholics constitute a strong 
element in the population, a 
lower percentage of Catholic 
students attend parochial 
schools. Even in these areas, 
however, there has been a 
rapid growth of parochial 
schools in recent years. More- 
over, this growth is directly 
related to the kind of political 
philosophy which calls for the 
Federal government to take a 
larger role in “welfare” ser- 
vices. 

There is a strong deterrent, 
however, to implementing this 
philosophy, as far as church- 
related institutions are con- 
cerned. The courts have re- 
peatedly decided that ‘direct 
aid cannot be given to such 
institutions, for it would violate 
the First Amendment ‘which 
prohibits “an establishment of 
religion.” i 


Unhappily, however, the pro- 
tettion offered by the First 
Amendment has been weaken- 
ed by the ‘‘welfare’’ philosophy. 
The courts have decided that 
such aid may be given if it. is 
done as a kind of “welfare” 
assistance and is not related 
to a religious function. But, it 
must be pointed out, the courts 
must be given; indeed the courts 
have decreed that such aid 
borders on the line that sep- 
arates Church from State and 
that the: government cai go 
this far and no further in aid- 
ing religious institutions.” 

All previous aid to church- 
related institutions has fallen 
under the category of ‘‘wel- 
fare.” Free transportation for 
parochial students has been 
classified as “general welfare” 
—as “public. safety.” Free 
school lunches have been clas- 
sified as “public health.” 
Government ‘Hill-Burton) loans 
to church - related hospitals 
have been classified as “pub- 
lic’ health.” Aid for teaching 
science and math in parochial 
schools has been classified as 
“public defense.” 

There is a‘conflict between 
“Church-State separation” and 
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“Federal aid for the general 
welfare.” It is in this area that 
Church-State tensions present] 

exist. 4 


Situation Conflicting 

` The anomalous and conflict- 
ing situation caused by ‘‘sepa- 
ration” and “welfare” may be 
illustrated by citing two legal 
memoranda of recent months. 
Both came from the same 
source — the Department of 
Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, with consultation from 
the Justice Department. Both 
were given to the same Con- 
gressional leader, Senator 
Wayne Morse. 

The first was. presented on 
March 28, 1961. In support of 
President Kennedy’s public 
school bill, it argued that the 
Federal government has a con- 
stitutional right to contribute 
to the general welfare through 
public education. It went on 
to argue, however, the Federal 
government could not give di- 
rect aid to parochial schools, 
for such aid would violate the 
First Amendment. Even 
“loans” to parochial schools, 
it was said, would be uncon- 
stitutional, for “loans” amount 
to a direct gift of the govern- 
ment’s credit. 

The second memorandum 
was presented on June 27, 1961. 
It gave Administration back- 
ing to the plan to enlarge the 
National Defense Education 
Act by providing $375,000,000 
loans to parochial schools over 
a three-year period, for the con- 
struction of ‘‘non-religious’”’ fa- 
cilities for the teaching of 
science, math, foreign lang- 
uages, and physical fitness. It 
said that such loans. “would 
plainly fall within the broad — 
discretion of the Congress in 
providing for the general wel- 
fare.” (Incidentally, Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s many statements favor- 
ing Church-State separation 
and opposing aid to parochial 
schools. For some reason, how- 
ever, it is generally overlooked 
that these statements also re- 
flect his support of “fringe 
benefits” or “welfare” aid to 
parochial schools. This latest 
memorandum . agrees, there- 
fore, with Mr. Kennedy’s long- 
standing views.) 


There is a danger, it would 
appear,, that political leaders 
will actually provide govern- 
ment aid (which they will call 
“general. welfare” or “fringe 
benefits”) to parochial schools, 
while all the time loudly“ de- 
claring that they, will always 
uphold the principle of Church- 
state separation. There is not 
a politician anywhere who will 
say that he opposes Church- 
State separation. But, there 
are many who .would aid 
church-related schools through 
the guise of “welfare.” 


Other Dangers 
There is another danger. 
There are some who want Fed- 
eral aid so badly that they 
may easily compromise the 


“separation” principle in order 


to secure “welfare” aid. The 
National Education Associa- 
tion is an example. For several 
years it. has favored Federal 
aid to public schools. Some of 
its officials have opposed — 
and they still oppose — aid to 
parochial schools on the ground 
that it would encourage the. 
establishing of more church- 
related schools and thereby un- 
dermine the public school sys- 
tem. In its recent convention, 
the N.E.A. urged passage of 
the public school bill. How- 
ever, it is significant that there 
was no second to a motion 
calling for the N. E. A. to go 
on record as opposed to Fed- 
eral-aid-to-private . (parochial) 
schools, i z

We fully recognize that it is the responsibility of the 
trustees and admifstration to deal with this situation, and. 
work out these problems. However, since the whole mat- 
ter has beén made public, and since the charges and 
answers are novg before the convention, it is our convic- 
tion that the Baptist press has some responsibility to dis- 
cuss it. i 

We are frank to say that we ‘did not believe Dr. 
Moody’s reply wagfully satisfactory, especially as it dealt 
with issue char one. We do not know whether those 









bringing the charges were satisfied or not, but we do not 
feel that Dr. Moody gave a clear, unequivocal statement 
as to his position an the doctrine of the “Perseverance and 
Apostacy.” In his article Dr. Moody said “I doubt that I 
have made myself\¢lear.” We agree with him. 

The Louisvilleprofessor did make his position clear 
on the other threecharges. As we understand his state- 
ment, he does beliéve that Baptist churches should accept 
alien immersion, th t they should practice open commun- 
ion, and that they)'should enter into larger participation 
in the ecumenical Movements. We may have misinterpret- 
ed his position in these matters, but this seemed to be the 
position he was taking. We do not agree with him on any 
of these, and believe that we have scriptual reasons for 
our position, never eless we now know what his position 
1S. 4 

On the first sue, “Perseverafice and: Apostacy” it 
appears to us that Br. Moody did not take a clear-cut posi- 
tion, His statement/§n the reply seems to indicate that he 
believes that “true |Pelievers” will never be lost. However, 
statements he has fade in many other places have left the 
impression on some pf his hearers that he does not believe 
in this doctrine. This, was, of course, a partial cause of the 
Oklahoma resolutidn 


It is our sincdie conviction that Dr. Moody should 
make his position fpsctutely clear in this matter. For his | 
own sake, for the gake of the seminary, and for the sake 
of Southern Baptists, he should state frankly what he be- 
liéves regarding this doctrine. It is our opinion that the 
matter of his beliefjcan be settled by a simple answer of 
“yes” or “no” to the question “Do you believe that. one | 
who through faith it Jesus Christ has been born again and 
regenerated by theiSpirit of God, can so sin as finally to 
be lost?” if 

Dr. Moody knows what the Baptist position is on this | 
doctrine. It is clearly stated in the confessions of faith. All| 
he needs to do to clear the atmosphere is to state his posi- 
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tion sy words whichithe average man in the pew can under- 
stand. i| À 

Until he does that, there will continue to be questions 
and doubts concerning his beliefs, and the seminary will 
continue to be charged with allowing one of its professors 
to espouse and teachi doctrines not acceptable to most Bap- 
tists. H ; 

This is, of courg, not the only issue, nor the only doc- 
trinal matter involvgd. The petition of the Oklahoma group 
is for the trustees $f all the seminaries to give diligence 
to “determining thafjall members of the faculties are in ac- 
cord” with the doct#ines held by Southern Baptists.

Inspiration is not some supernatural. occurrence in 
the individual since we have the natural ability to be in- 
spired. This simply means that man, through inspiration, 
can do more than he could without it. There is latent in 
every individual a capacity to run faster, write better or 
do any other thing better for which hej has a natural capa- 
city. Poets cannot write lasting verse| without inspiration 
nor are great sermons preached without it. God uses our 
natural capacities to work through and we have experi- 
enced this in preaching sermons. Through the inspiration 
of the hour, we have had thoughts. comẹ to us which never 
came through normal study. So it is easy for us to see how 
God could so inspire the scripture writers that they could 
see more than they could in a normal mood. 

We all know the scriptutes were written originally 
in Hebrew and Greek. We believe those people who orig- 
inally wrote down these words were! verbally inspired. 
It is true that through translations errors have been made 
but it is miraculous that no error ever misrepresented a 
message God wanted presented. Just) because there are 
errors due to transcribing the scripture from one parch- 
ment to another, or made through translations from the 
original to other languages, is not enough reason to believe 
it was not verbally inspired in the oy beginning. 

When we say the message was inep ed we do not give 
enough concrete assistance to persuade one in the infalli- 
bility of God’s Word, ae i oie 

Any weakening of our conception of authority in what 
we believe is a drastic tragedy regarding ‘he effect of the 
Bible upon our lives.

Portsmouth, New Hampshire 
is a seaport located just where 
New Hampshire and Maine meet 
at the Atlantic ocean. It is the 
site of one of the giant Strate- 
gic Air Command, bases (Pease 
Air Base). In the summer of 
1958 a bomber wing was trans- 
ferred from Roswell Air Base 
in New Mexico to the New 
Base. This took 
many fine men and their fami- 
lies from the South Hill Bap- 
tist Church in Roswell.

litan New York area, and pas- 
tor of the Manhattan mission. 
A church with a charter mem- 
bership of 99 was constituted 
in January, 1958. : 

After meeting for some time 
in another location, the Lord 
opened the way for the church 
to be able to lease an adequate 
building located at 311 West 
57th St. not far from Times 
Square near Central Park, and 
just a few steps off Broadway. 
Subways and buses make the 
church. accessible to all areas 
of the city. 

In 3% years since the church 
was organized fourteen mission 
chapels have been affiliated 
with this church, six of them in 
the Metropolitan area. Five of 
the fourteen. have become 
strong churches and four others 
will be constituted as churches 
this year. Meanwhile places 
are being found for other “fel- 
lowships” which means that oth- 
er new missions will soon be es- 
tablished. More than 600 per- 
sons in the New York area have 
already’ belonged to Manhatten 
Church in its brief history, and 
many of them have already gone 
out from the “mother” church 
to help start new ones. 

The Manhattan church is a 
mecca for Southern Baptist stu- 
dents, visitors, chaplains and 
missionaries. Its purpose, of 
course, is not to colonize South- 
ern Baptists, but to organize 
them for the purpose of evan- 
gelizing and establishing new 
churches, In the vast expanses 
of the greater New York area, 
where many millions of people 
live, and where in the 22-county 
metropolitan area live more 
than 7,000,000 people who have 
no relationship with any church, 
there is need for Baptist wit- 
ness. Southern Baptists must 
continue to strengthen this foot- 
hold, that they may become a 
mighty force in witnessing to 
the world through New York 
City. 

Southern Baptists are in the 
north and east to stay. They 
are not there to compete with 





existing churches but to give a 
witness for Christ to the mul- 
titudes who are not being reach- 
ed. As one stands atop the Em- 
pire State building and looks 
out over areas where millions 
live, or as. he drives along the 
crowded highways to see the 
rushing multitudes, or as he 
travels through. areas where 
towns crowd close to one an- 
other for hundreds of miles, 
he suddenly realizes, that here 
is one of the great mission 
fields of the. world. 

Southern Baptists have a re- 
sponbility to share in the wit- 
ness here. They cannot expect 
the handful of churches and 
thin line of missionaries who 
are already there to do the job. 
This is a task for every Baptist 
and every church. We believe 
God is calling. We must not fail.
